It is quite true that misconduct like that of the West 
Hartlepool Company is rare, but it is not therefore unimpor- 
tant. Many such instances may exist, for aught we know, in 
some of the smaller Railway Companies, whose directors and 
servants may be less trustworthy than those of others. Prac- 
tical men know that some of those Companies, at least, give 
brokers a high commission for disposing of their debentures, 
and recommending them, or half-recommending them, to pos-

On the other hand, it will be necessary to guard against 
the opposite error of paying the operatives thus employed a 
decidedly lower rate of wages than the amount, and value of 
their labour, compared with that of other labourers, fairly 
entitles them to expect ; otherwise disgust and jealousy will be 
the inevitable consequence. If a certain number of regular 
and skilled workmen are employed to lead and direct the labour 
of a much larger body of the new hands, and if at the same 
time no mill hands be employed on undertakings which 
private enterprise would have been likely to venture upon for 
profit, both dangers and mistakes may perhaps be avoided.— 
Still there will remain the question: “What are we to do 
“ with, and how are we to employ, the 200,000 or 300,000 
“‘ women and children, usually busy in spinning and weaving, 
“ whose work and wages have been cut from under them?” 
Sewing-schools can scarcely be permanent or numerous enough 
to meet the difficulty, and the absorption of such numbers 
must be a work of time. 


The above are only a few of the difficulties that suggest 
themselves to us on the first announcement of a plan for pro- 
viding artificial employment for a population numbered by 
hundreds of thousands. More no doubt will be discovered as 
soon as the subject is considered more maturely, and some of 
these we shall point out next week. Meanwhile, what we 
have said must be understood as being put forth much more 
in a spirit of warning and of caution than in one of opposition. 


THE DESPATCHES ON THE POLISH QUESTION. 


Tue papers presented to Parliament on the affairs of Poland 
reveal a European situation even more grave than we ventured 
to delineate last week. They are papers animated with a 
spirit of real business, and by no means the dreary corre- 
spondence which goes on when the European States express 
wishes, but have no will of their own behind the wish. The 
Polish revolution, as it shows itself in this important blue- 
book, develops from a germ of danger to Russia into a 
European controversy of the first order, in which the studied 
moderation of the language employed almost heightens the 
impression of danger. When diplomatists pick their way so 
carefully, the persuasion grows that they are walking amidst 
the rekindling ashes of a half-exhausted conflagration,—and in 
these papers every foreign Minister and every Ambassador of 
the Great Powers appear to feel that they must exert all their 
strength both to servetheir own ends and to avoid serving the 
ends of others. Prince Gortschakoff is all candour and bene- 
volence on the surface, with an undertone of alarm and 
wrath; Herr Von Bismarck, openly surly and forbidding, 
without the polished self-possession which he cannot act and 
can still less feel; Count Rechberg, impartiality itself—so 
long as he is not asked to encourage an epidemic to which 
Galicia is constitutionally liable ; M: Drouyn de Lhuys’ osten- 
tatious courtesy and reserve, just exhibits here and there the 
gleam of ulterior purpose; and Lord Russell’s conversations 
evince all that cold insouciance of manner and curt frankness 
of conviction with which he generally drops very practical 
hints. In short, nothing can be more evident than that all 
these statesmen are talking and writing the most carefully 
calculated words, the effect of which they observe with a 
vigilance that grows into anxiety as the crisis ripens towards 
the close. Let us skétch the attitudes of the different 
Powers. 

The Russian tone at the outburst of the revolt was one of 
m: imous regret and calm confidence. It is now esta- 
blished on the evidence of Prince Gortschakoff himself, that

Sorcign Correspondence. 


(FROM OUR OWN COBRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Thursday. 

The subscription to the Ottoman loan, opened by the Credit 
Mobilier, has obtained prodigious success,—a success of which 
there is no record of the like in financial annals. I am informed 
on good authority that the number of bonds demanded is about 
2,700,000, and that the number of subscribers is about 57,000! 
As there are only 300,000 bonds to be distributed, the portion to 
each subscription, which will be fixed pro rata, will be small 
indeed, Each subscription having been accompanied by a deposit 
of 25f (12) per bond, the amount in the hands of the Uredit 
Mobilier at the present moment is, it will be seen, truly extra- 
ordinary. The marvellous success of the operation has natural! 
had the ‘effect of cansing a marked rise in the premium +—it 
now upwards of 10f, which is double what it was last week. 


In my last, mention was made of.the..meeting of the Trans- 
atlantic Steam Navigation Company (Compagnie Generale Trans- 
atlantique).. The report presented by the Directors was drawn 
up by M, Emile Percire, and, like all that issues from his pen, is 
a very able document. It stated that though the Company com- 
menced operations with some haste, having had li'erally to “im- 
provise its service,” its vessels had, in the space of a year, 
made with great regularity 11 voyages to Mexico and ‘eleven 
back again. It described the lines of navigation which the Com- 
pany bas undertaken to establish as of “ great and aniversal in- 
terest :’—“ they,” it said, ‘‘ will satisfy the want of exehanges and 
communications which is manifested more and more between the 
peoples of the old and the new worlds, and which will have for 
consequence the progress, civilisation, and welfare of ali.”. The Com- 
pany, it stated, has obtained a concession for twenty years of the 
tal lines from Havre to New York, and from St Nazaire (Nantes) 
to the West Indies and Aspinwall, with branches on Cayenne and 
Mexico; also the right of establishing an intermediary line 
between France and New Orleans, touching at Havana. It has, 
moreover, obtained ‘‘ a complete and exclusive privilege for esta- 
blishing steam communication in all the vast extent of sea com- 
prised between the coasts of Newfoundland on the north and the 
Amazon river in the south.” As stated in my last, the Company 
is allowed by the Government an annual subvention of 9,300,000f 
(372,000l) for the lines from Havre to New York, and from 
Saint Nazaire to the West Indies and Aspiuwa.l: it is equal to 
58f per marine league. The Company has also obtained from 
the Government a loan without interest of 18,600,000f.(744,000/), 
to be paid in twenty years by nieans of stoppages out ef the sub- 
vention. The Company is allowed three years for providing the 
vessels it will require. The number of them. will be eight of 850 
horse-power for the New York and Aspinwall lines, and of those 
eight, three are now being constructed at Greeno-k and five in 
Franee. ‘The Greenock three will soon be completed. In additiou 
to the eight, three of 1,000 horse-power are to be built. The line 
from Saint Nazaire to Mexico is the only main line on which 
steamers have yet been established: in the nine months of 
1862, for which only it was in operation, 2,081 ngere and 
2,672 tons of merchandise were conveyed, and the sum realised. 
was sufficient, after paying not only the expenses of the working, 
but certain extra expenses for fitting up the vessels, and also a 
sum. for the sinking fund, to leave a balance of,.1,428,000f 
(57,1207). In addition to this line, the Company established’ a 
suiall' steamer to ply between Martinique and Guadaloupe, and 
between those colonies and some of the English West Indian 
Islands: it also continued certain operations relative to cod fishing 
in Newfoundland, and to the conveyance of coolies, which .were 
undertaken by the Compagnie Generale Maritime, to which it has 
succeeded. The report concluded by stating that in 1864 a 
dividend may be expected in addition to the interest of 5 per cent., 
and*by the end of that year the Company will have paid all that 
remains due on the unsuccesefal enterprises of the Maritime Com- 
pany, will have-effected a saving of 6,000,000/ on the 57,200,000f 
it will have to disburse, and will possess 18 steamers of 11,915 
horse-power,—9,085 more,.than by its convention wita the 
Government it is bound to provide.

‘Taking the ordinary receipts, M. Lemercier finds that in 
1858 there was an augmentation of 54,000,000f; in 1854, of 
18,000,000f; 1855, 90,000,000f ; 1856, 271,000,000f; 1857, 
89,000,000F ; 1858, .131,000,000f ; 1859, 405,000,000f ; and 1860, 
140,000,000!. These items make 1,198,000,000f (47,900,000/), 
which gives an average in round figures of 150,000,000f for the 
eight years. As, however, certain deductions must be made from 
the receipts, the real increase is only 95,000,000f. And deducting 
that sum from the 200,000,000f of expenses, we find that there bas 
been an average deficit of 105,000,000f (4,200,000/). Whilst the 
ordinary Boles bas been in this pitiable plight, not less than 
2,150,000, (86,000,000) have been spent for the wars in the 
Crimea, in Italy, China, and Cochin China.

News from America had come to hand of the stoppage of the 
Bank of Tennessee with a capital of 740,000/ sterling. 

In 1861, war had been declared against the Seceding States 


by President Lincoln, and active preparations for the struggle 
were being made on both sides. , 


Tn 1862, information had reached London that the French 
Minister at Washington had left for Richmond, the seat of the 
Confederate Government. The distress in the manufacturing 
districts was attracting serious attention, and a statement had 
been published showing that in 1,678 mills, commonly employ- 
ing 349,316 operatives, only 92,355 individuals were working 
full time. The international exhibition of 1862 had been 
opened. A Russian 5 per cent. loan of 15,000,000/ sterling 
had been simultaneously announced in London, Paris, and on 
other Bourses, at 94 per cent. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1853, a deficiency of 
584,125/; in 1860, a deficiency of 8,467,433/; in 1861, 
a deficiency of 6,705,306/; and in 1862, a deficiency of 
$,499,3132.

Discount axp Monsy Marxet.—The extinction of the 
newly-issued acceptances on London effected about three 
months ago by the operation of the Bank of France, which 
bought up and discounted bills on this country, supplying 
successfully by that means the bullion of which it was then 
in need, has materially tended to promote the present ease of 
our money market, The influx of gold from-America, con- 
sequent on the Government interference with speculation in 
that commodity at New York, was the more immediate cause 
of the change here, and has perhaps precipitated the event 
which would otherwise have been more gentle in its cha- 
racter. Without the appearance of any new feature in 
the Bank return of this week to recommend an alteration 
in the rate, the Bank Directors have, nevertheless, 
felt themselves called upon by out-door competition to reduce 
their rate of discount to 3 per cent. The effect of this altera- 
tion is already making itself apparent in the exchanges. In 
Paris, money is abundant in mercantile hands ; but the dispo- 
sition to speculation on the Bourse, the late subscriptions to 
the Italian loan, and the more recent undertakings on account
